DOVLESTOWM. 


A very sad tragedy oonried on Saturday 


last when Henry 0. Mclntosh, superin- 
tendent of the Doylestown Republican, 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
with a revolver while wandering about 
the lower end of the county in the vicim- 
;y of Emilie. 
Mr. Mclntosh, who was 


cnown to many Bristol residents, 
had 


been suffering with heart disease and 
symptoms of paralysis. 
On Wednesday 


lie disappeared and it has since been 
learned that he visited friends in Phila- 
delphia and New 1'ork. It was upon his 
retuin from the latter city that he reach- 
ed Emilie. 
At the roadside, while stand- 


ing under a tree, he placed a revolver to 
his temple and sent a bullet through his j 
brain 
His body was lemoved to the drug 


store of ex-Prothonotary Staekhouse, at 
Emilie, where the dead man was at once 
recognized, as Mr. Staekhouse had seen 
him pass the store a few moments before 
the shot was fired. Mr. Mclntosh was a 
veteran of the Civil War, entering the ser- 
vice as a drummer. 
He was a skilled 


printer and had worked on the New York 
Sun and Philadelphia papers. 
He was 


also employed for a time in the govern- 
ment printing office at Wnshintgon. 
He 


became superintendent of the Republi- 
can when it was founded several years 
ago. He held this position at the time of 
his death. He was also a member of seve- 
ral secret and beneficial orders. 
His 


death was a gieat shock to his family and 
friends here. Prom all the circumstances 
of the case there is no doubt but that the 
mind of the deceased was deranged, and 
also that he had contemplated suicide for 
some time. The funeral took place on 
Tuesday afternoon. 


The County Auditors completed their 


work at the close of last week and found 
the accounts of the Commissioners and 
Almshouse Board to be correct.

This, 
however, is not due to mismanagement, 


ut owing to circumstances 
beyond the 


ontrol of the Directors. 


Among the items that account for the 


hortage is the sale of produce. The sales 
ast vear amounted to $3,867.15 and this 
ear to $,S,243.40, a difference of $632.69, 
r about one fourth of the entire shortage, 
n addition the institution started in last 
ear with an indebtedness of $1,196.88. 
)n top of this comes an inciease of $318.80 
n the Children's Aid Society bills. 
The 


bortage in produce sales, the debt lei t over 
nd the increase in the Aid Society bills 
amount altogether to $2,148.32, a sum 


early equal to the entire shortage, or, to 
e exact within $242.72 of the deficit. 
Again, the outside support, which con- 
ists of money received from pay inmates, 
as fallen ott -nearly $100 compaied with 
tie previous year. Thus the taxpayers 
an readily see that the indebtedness of 
he Almshouse is not due to misman- 
gement or extravagance.

One morning in early April, 1880, Cadet 


Whittakor was reported absent from re- 
veille call by Cadet Seraeant Edward St. 
J. Greblo. The cadet officer of the day, 
George R. Burnet, went to the quarters of 
the colored cadet to find out the reason 
for the absence. 
In about a minute Bur- 


net came flying down the barrack stairs 
with his eyes hanging pretty woll down 
over his cheeks. 
Ho made his way to the 


officer in charge, and when he could speak 
— for he was nearly tongue-tied with ex- 
citement—he said that Cadet Whittaker 
wan lying on the floor of his alcove appa- 
rently dead and with his hands and feet 
bound. An orderly was sent scurrying to 
the hospital for the surgeon, and the offi- 
cer in charge, and the cadet officer ran to 
Whittnker'a quarters. 
They untied his 


bonds and bathed his head with water. 
In less than five minutes the surgeon was 
on the spot. 
Whittaker was apparently 


insensible and had been ever since the 
first entry into his room, 
The surgeon 


bent over him for an instant. Then IIP 
said in u sharp tone: "Mr. Whittaker, get 
up." Such was the force of discipline 
that Whittaker was on his feet with his 
heels together, and in the, position of a 
soldier in tt twinkling. The surgeon told 
him to report to the hospital, which he 
did, walking there unaided, The doctor 
imparted the information that Whittaker 
had been feigning an insensibility. On 
the floor of the cadet's alcove was found 
an Indian club, his own property. He told 
the surgeon that three men in civilians' 
clothes, and whom he recognized as ca- 
dets only by their bearing had entered 
his room some timo in the middle of the 
night and had hit him over the head with 
the eight-pound Indian club, rendering 
him unconscious, a state in which he lay 
u-til the surgeon's arrival. 
* * * 


According to the subsequent sworn tei 


timony of the surgeon there was neither 
bump, bruise nor abrasion on Mr. Whit- 
taker's scalp to show where the crushing 
blow hud descended. There was n slight 
scratch on one ear. 
Worse wounds were 


made daily by men who shave themselves. 
It was this scratch that eaueecl word to be 
sent broadcast that the colored boy had 
boon deprived of his ears, and then came 
the torrent of wrath which threatened to 
be heavy enough to sweep the academy 


| out of existence. A court of inquiry was 


ordered, and it held sessions daily for sev- 
eral weeks. It was then that Mr. Whit- 
taker produced a letter of warning which 
ho declared he had received three^days 
before the alleged visit of his assailonti 
A copy of this letter was made and every 
cadet was also compelled to reproduce the 
words of the warning note. 
The letters 


of the cadets were numbered and their 
names were cut from the slips. All these 
letters, including that of Mr. Whittakev, 
were submitted with the note of warning 
to the most noted handwriting export in 
the United States. He had no clew to the 
identity of any one of the writers. 
In u 


week he made a report swearing that to 
the best of his knowledge and belief the 
note of warning had been written by the 
person whose'hadwriting appeared on slip 
number 79. The numbers were then cut 
from the letters, they were renumbered 
and given with the note of warning to an- 
other expert. 
He declared, after study, 


that number 243 had written the note o! 
warning. The numbers were then|chaneed 
again and another expert was called in. 
He worked away and said that number 178 
had written the warning letter. When 
was announced that numbers 79, 243 and 
178 had been the three numbers which in 
succession had been attached to the speci 
men of Mr. Whittaker's handwriting which 
had been submitted there was something 
more than mild excitement. 
Three ex- 


perts working independently and with no 
knowledge of names had fixed 'upon the 
colored cadet as having written the note 
of vvaining himself.* * * 


The court of inquiry decided in accord 


once with the facts, and Mr. Whittakei 
was put in "arrest on the charge of -con- 
duct to the prej udice of good order anc 
military discipline. The country had be 
come pretty thoroughly satisfied by this 
time that the colored cadet had "put up i 
job" on himself. 
When, however, it was 


ordered that he should be court-martialec 
the people said that he ought not to be 
tried by West Pointers. It was a mixed 
court, some civilian appointees and some 
graduates serving, but the colored lac 
was found guilty unanimously and sen 
tenced to be dismissed. Secretary of Wa- 
Robert Lincoln, however, had it soarrang 
ed that on account of a technicality in the 
proceedings Whittaker was dismissed fo 
deficiency in studies and the court finding 
was set aside. 


General Schofield restored to the cadet 


certain privileges which he had taken away 
from them for a breach of discipline. 
He 


gave in an order as one of his reasons fo 
giving them back that they had suffered 
uncomplainingly from all sides virulen 
and unmerited abuse for an act of whicl 
they were guiltless. 
Then there was 
i 


howl, and General Schofleld was soon sen 
to another command.', 


Whittaker's reason for creating a sti 


was that he might get sympathy enough tc 
carry him through an examination at which 
he knew he must fall. .He had failed one 
and clemency had been extended, some 
thing which he knew he could not hop 
again to gain.

Gentlemen:—The Board of Health wish- 


es to report that durinsr the year 1900 the 
borough has been exceptiora'ly healthy. 
No epidemic has occurred and thore havo 
been no deaths from diphtheria or scarlet 
fever, and but two deaths from typhoid 
fever out of a total of ten cases reported. 
There have been 127 deaths from all 
causes which are classified in the accom- 
panying exhibit as follows:

NORRISTOWN LETTER 


Tne people are beginning to realize 


what a mistake our Legislature made 
when they divided cities into classes—with 
different legislation for each class. There 
s no warrant in the Oontitution for such 
a division with such designation. The very 
undatnental principle of our government 
s that of a democracy, a nspublii:. Buti 
vhen the LegisUiture first made the cities 
of t"he first, second and third class, the Su- 
preme Court wae appealed to to declare 
:he act Unconstitutional—as the Supreme 
3ourt should have done. 
But thtt court 


vinked at it, gave some reasons why cities 
)f 600,000 inhabitants ought to have dif- 
:erent laws from cities of 1 000,000, and so 
)y special pleading sustained the cunsti- 
lUtionality of the utA. 


Only a few years elapsed when the Leg- 


slnture, encouraged by this malign rul- 
.ng, passed a law creating cities of the 
:ourth. fifth, sixth and seventh class each. 
Again the people appealed to the Supreme 
3ourt. The situation became alarming. 
There was no telline where this kind of 
dysnomy would lead to or when it would 
cease. This time, the Supreme Court call- 
ed a halt. They decided the legislation 
unconstitutional as to the fourth, fifth, 
iixth and seventh class cities. 
But they 


did not reverse, but restated, their affirma- 
tion of their former decision as to the 
first, second and third class cities. 
This 


was getting over a bad precedent by a hop, 
skip and jump, blindfolded. If the first 
legislation was right, democratic 
and 


constitutional, the next in the same line 
followed logically in the wake. 
But it 


had to be stopped. 
The Legislature and 


the courts were on the wrong road. 
The 


precedent was thrown aside, logic cast to 
the winds, and there was n hasty retreat 
to the bulwarks of the Constitution and 
the foundation principles of a free repub- 
lic. The creation of class distinctions is 
obnoxious. 
We know no classes. All are 


citizens or aliens. No man wants to be 
called a third class citizen. He is either 
a full-fledffed citizen or an alien. 
Kow 


some of the third class cities will have 
sufficient population to enter the second; 
then will follow new laws; a vast increase 
of officers and a horde of people in1 places 
which are supernumary and expensive. 


This division into classes is only a cover 


for special 
legislation. 
Philadelphia 


wanted to get a lot of offices to be filled; 
she was always after special commissions; 
is never satisfied with the normal but is 
bent on that abnormal and singular condi- 
tion which exists theie to this day to their 
present distress and sorrow. They wanted 
a building commission to erect ncitylmll; 
reform ballots; reform politics; commit- 
tees of 100 and all sorts of altivolant and 
flamboyant projects by which e^tbals and 
minorities should take care of this ignor- 
ant millions of the majority. 
All these 


schemes work to their perennial pain and 
discomfiture. 
And still they yell for re- 


form; some special law for special viola- 
tors, to preserve the special saints from 
special damage or discomfiture. 
It is 


never safe to \iolate a principle. 
Laws 


may be passed with profit, perhaps, 
f< 


ctiies of 600,000, but there is no necessity 
to call the people benefltted thereby firet 
class citizens. Nature has a waj of rain- 
ing on cities and towns, and rural retreats, 
alike; and the sun, not being enlightened 
by "the Legislature, shines on all without 
distinction of class, c;olor or nativity. 


What our present Legislature will entail 


upon us I do not know. 
But for many 


years the flood-gates have been up, and 
the red-hot stream of dysnomy flows like 
a Galveston flood, destroying e>ery(hinp 
that we had left to us of the good old 
Common law which the founders inherited 
and settled here, and uprooting all the 
plain and simple systems upon which the 
Commonwealth was founded. 
They ha\e 


abolished the flumes of actions at law, so 
potent and appropriate, with as much dis- 
regard to propriety and sense as if they 
,had enacted that every ax, adz, hatchet, 
broad axe and broad sword should hence- 
forth be called a knife! 
Yet there it 


stands on oui statute books; just such 


thing must be done to provide a supply 
of trees as feeders for the streams. In our 
county the hills in many places have been 
denuded of thair forest trees—hills that 
are too steep for cultivation for ordinar y 
agricultural purposes'—and hence we lose 
the silt and moisture we used to get from 
them upon the surrounding plains. Trees 
should be cultivated along the highways 
and avenues to residences. They adorn 
the homestead and protect the buildings. 
Poplar trees are the best lightning rods. 
I never knew a house or barn surrounded 
by poplar trees to be struck by lightning. 
And then they are so stately! Of course a 
poplar must be pruned. As soon us tt deud 
limb appears it must be cut off or the 
whole tree will suffer from the poison of 
the dead member. Most forest trees are 
pruned b> Nature's storms, her fierce 
winds and gentle tornadoes. 
Instead of 


endangering the inmates and furniture of 
the dwelling house with fire from the ever- 
greens placed in the room for a Christmas 
tree, ev^ry family with a farm, or lawn, 
or any sufficient curtilage should plant a 
tree on Christmas to grow and become a 
memorial of the day and event. 
Every 


birthday of a child should be 
commemo- 


rated by the planting of a tree when it is 
possible. 
An avenue of trees was planted 


by his parents to cultivate the attainment 
of his maturity and as a memorial to their 
eon, Thomas Joffreson. 
The late George 


W. Cbilds acted upon this principle at his 
country home at Woutlen. Whittier ut- 
tered a sublime se timont when he said: 
Give fools their gold and knaves their pow'r 
Let fortune's bubbles rise and fall, 
Who plows a field or trains a flower, 
)r plants a tree is more than all. 


for he who blesses most is blest; 
Vnd God and man will own his worth 
Vho seeks to leave as his bequest
